One of the points brought out in the 
West Texas Chamber of Commerce s 
Small Town Task Force, that looked into 
the future of the small towns of West 
Texas, was the need for many services 
by local government. 


It was ironical that when surveyed, 
the cities listed low taxes as one of their 
major assets and at the same time listed 
more and better services as their great­ 


est need. 


Taxes can get out of line but very 
few cities have ever grown just because 
they had low taxes. Facilities and ser­ 
vices have done more for the growth of 
communities than have low taxes. 


We hope that the voters of Hamlin 
will turn out today and approve the 
sales tax measure, but more important, 
we urge everyone to go to the polls and 
express their be ief on this issue.

For years mon have tried 
to find the answer to that 
oft-asked question, 
“Whence 
came the first manger scene?” 
Who was it who first gently 
laid the symbol of the Christ 
Child in a tiny rustic crib and 
tenderly placed 
Maiy and 
Joseph on either side peering 
down at Him lovingly? Was 
it a shepherd who carved the 
little wooden figures while he 
tended his sheep or was it a 
devoted peasant who wanted 
to portray the story of the 
birth of Christ more realisti­ 
cally and vividly to his young 
children. 
The closest link to the idea 
of the creche is to be found 
in a fifth-century stone frieze 
on tin* walls of the catacombs 
under Rome. Also, there are 
small individual figures of a 
shepherd and of Mary that 
date back to very early Christ­ 
ian art. Possibly these are all 
that remain from part of a 
creche. 
Other than these, there is 
no evidence 
of a coml lete 
nativity scene which dales any 
earlier than medieval times. 
There is far more certainty 
that the first representation 
of the nativity scene can he 
connected 
to the medieval 
miracle plays which were per­ 
formed in the' churches. Every 
clot ail of the Bible story was 
enacted, and in time it was 
exp:Hided by various embel­ 
lishments.

linos wort added and the plays 
finally became so crude, th 
church decreed they bt' given 
outside its edifices.
